Amorous^ Obfequiotts^ zn^Time-ferving ?, What 
made a certain Judge keep his Place on the 
Bench when his Brethren left it , but his Senfe 
of Honour, i. e. his keen Appetite ? Does not the 
Stomach al<«ie carry all Debates in Both Houfes^ 
and fupport Parties, and make Court Parafites 
lofe their Umnti fometirnes^ that they and theirs 
may Dine the better alitheir Lives after ? Don't 
wc ufe to fay a Man of Honour Stomachs .an In- 
dignity ? Is not Englif) Feeding the Founilatioti 
of En^lijb Bravery \ and gogd Claret, of fiert^ 
and French Sprightlinefs ? 

In fliort, Courage, Honour, Wit^ and Senfe, and 
all Arts and Sciences, take their Rife here \, and

Propriety, a good Stoinach, or a better EHft- 
ner. 

I cou'd here Chjrmko-MecbanicaSy tekAvt 
Men's Parts into theit Feeding , and fiiew 
what Sort of Humours and Genius muft nc- 
ceffarily proceed frqm particular Sorts of Meat*, 
and explain a great deal of the Heathen My- 
thology by it y but this I referve for a Treatife 
by it lelf : Yet this I will fay, that a Writer's 
Stomach , Appetite , and Viftuals , may be 
judg*d from his Method, Stile, and Subjeft, as 
certainly as If you were his Mefs-FclloWi and 
fit 3t Table with him. Hence we call a Sub- 
jeft rfrj-, a Writer infipid^ N6tions aude^ and 
indigefted, a Pamphlet empty and hungry, a 
Stile ;>;Mne; and many fuch like Exprelfions, 
plainly alluding to the Diet of an Author j and 
I make no manner of Doubt, but TuUy ground- 
ed that Saying of Helluo LikrorUm upon the 
lame Obfervation. 

Now, I fay, it is evident, if this be true, 
that every Man at Meat is moft hoaou/d when 
he is moft humoured , or when he fits neareft 
to that which pleafts his Palate beft ; andcon- 
feguently that is the firft Place to him upon 
that Principle , and fuch Men muft be ailow'd 
to have the xmt^TaJle of Honour -of all others. 
I have obferv'd thefe Sort of People have gene- 
rally 
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raHyagreat Propenfity to Roaft-Beef ; and it 
will be granted , that to fit even at the Foot of 
die Table next a Sir- Loin, which is a Diih of 
pignitj', and df oid hereditary Knighthood, is " 
in Stnftnefs of Heraldry , more honourable 
than a Place next the biggeft plain Country 
3qutie at the upper End ; and I have often 
cbofen it. 

But tp return from this ufeful Digreflion, 
The noble Perfonage afore-mentiMied , -who 
honoured ine with his Sentiments upon this 
abftrujh Point, muft be allow'd to have as 
good a heal Memory as any Lord in the King- 
dom, and has never been known once to mi. 
Jiahy or forget, or recede from that Place of Di- 
flindion , which is due to him. He cou*d 
fettle the Forms of a Royal Enterrement^ and 
adjuft the Ceremonies of a Coronation^ if Occa- 
OoD were ; and I muft add , but that he has 
more Honour than to be officious^ he cou'd have 
determin'd that late controverted Point of an 
Englijh BiQiop's Place amongft ours , and had 
fav'd the Houfe, had he been call'd upon, the 
Trouble and Delays of referring to Englijh Pre- 
cedents. 

I fey, his Lordfliip ( who is exp^t in He- 
raldry, and as communicative of that ufeful 
Knowledge, as becomes Noble Spirits ) his 
affur'd me, there is no Notice taken in that 
Science, of any Diftinftion of Place for learned 
Faculties, and for mechanical ones, fuch as ap- 
pear on CaHar Days^ or riding the francbifes ; 
C 2 they 
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they are below the'Thoughts of a Man o£^a- 
hty. He pretends not to know what By-Laws, 
or private Om/>(:Hj of Precedency there may be 
between Goldfmiths and Grocers^ Vintners and 
Shoemakers, 

I have now before mc a Table of Prece- 
dence given me by the fame Noble Hand , 
peaching down from a Prince of the Blood 
to a Country Squire , and regarding every 
^rancb of their Families in the mnutejl Man- 
ner ; which I lefervc for my own Ufe, and am 
envious enough to deny it to the World i and 
the rather, that it is to be found in Mackenxy 
9nd Gmliim^ and may be had for Half a Crown 
in the Office. 

The Cafe being fo, there cat» be no other 
Way, as I conceive, qf deciding a Queftion of 
Precedency between the Two Faculties of 
Law and Fhyfick, but by enquiring into their 
■Antiquity and Dignity ; and. which foever of 
them fhaU appear to be mpft ancient arid 
irpfl: ufefut to the World , I prefume the 
World will in Juflice think fit to have the 
greater Honour for, and give the Precedence 

to* , ■ ' 

I talte it for granted, that Priority of Time, 
p£teris paribus, gives a Preference of Plaije, 
and this naturally, or by common Confent, 
for that J take to fce the Meaning of "Mature 
in mort Cafes, vini, what is found reafonable 
in it felf, and has been always agreed to by 
Mankind, and is confirm'd hy conftant aiiid 
-■ -'- - ' ' ■ ^ ■ ■ pj^,. 
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uninterrupted Praflice ; and this T defire 
fome young Preachers to take good Notice o^ 
and get by rote. I likewifc, by the way, 
take upon me, now I think, of it, to advife a 
certain , Deacon of my Acquaintance, to read 
Doftor Cumberland all through^ and twicgy be- 
fore he prefumes to plead the Law of Nature 
in the Pulpit ; to learn Mathematicks before 
he pretends to demon/Irate there ; to peruCe 
■Arifiotls^ Tacitus^ and the State Trafts, before 
he meddles with Politicks \ and be able to 
aft Eteoclesy before he attempts Greek Quota- 
tions in his Sermons. What if Jocafta or An- 
thone fhould hear a Mifpronunciation from 
the Pulpit, or an]^ other of thofe young Greeks^ 
who fo lately did an Honour to Euripides, 
tranfported their Audience into Thebes^ and 
infpir'd the old Batchelors on the foremoft 
Bench, with that Tra<5b-^(nc i\tov^v, which they 
fo handfomly reprefented. 

I fay. Time gives a natural Right of Prece- 
dence by common Confent, and hence Age 
is honour'd above Youth, and by it. The 
very Heathens thought it Indecency, and a 
Trefpafs in point of Manners, Ji jave?tis feni 
ntm ajfurrexerity if a young Man did not rife up 
and give way to an older j and the Cannonifts I 
hope will be ingenuous enough to own, tho* la 
this Ai^ument againft their Brethren the G- 
vitians, that it was a Rule of the Prinutive 
Church, that a Deacon (faould not fit in the 
t^fefeace of a Presbyter : Iq a word, Wifdom 

apd 
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-and Erperiencci which are diTinc Qpalhies, 
are the Properties of Age, and make it honou- 
cable, aad Vouth in the want of them con- 
temptible. 

. But I don't lay this to mortify or difcou- 
zage young Men. I would not by any means 

. have them -defpife therafelves, for that is the 

-jfeady way to be defpis'd by others ; and the 
ConCequences of Contempt are fatal. For my 
part, I take Self-concdt and OpinionativeneGi 
to be, of all others, the mofl: ulefpl and profi- 

. table Quality of the Mind. It has, to my 
knowledge, made Biihops, and Judges, and 

.feaart. Wiiters, and pretty Fellows, and plea- 
iant Companions, and good Preachers. It 
is a late way of being agreeable to the l^. 
dies, who ever judge of Men, as they ofoferve 
Men do ■ of them^lves. If all Men were to 
have the fame Opinion of themfdves that 
iothers have of them, there would not be, out 

.of meer -Shame, above Two Sermons next- 
Sunday in this large City, nor Five Lawyers 
to go jbrcMigh with theBufinefe of ne«-Tcrm. 
Self-conceit fupports riic Kgnity of Church 
aiid State, and 1 prcaiounce him an Enemy to 
the Publiok, who is fo to that. 
' Much lels do I intend any trouble to youag 
Clergymen of the Court or City by the 
foregoing Remark \ as if becaufe Deacons of 
bid us'd to ftand before Presbyters, that now 
it were fit to rife when they come in, or give 
the CiviUty of the Hat or Wail to any rufty

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Rum ill: tiK Street. I know the bcomaiience 
of that miftakea E^ece of old Breediag to boA 
Parties, and think k prudtntly laid afide. it is 
RefpeA to an old Paiibn mot to: oblige him to 
uncover in the Cold, and un&cket his Mead 
with both Hands, aad. & daggle his Gown out 
of Ceremony ; it is the fame Refped to a fpnic^ 
Boh^ to let it lie quiet and undiiiluii»d in ia 
ibt-cafe. I knov no Reafon, why Powder and 
Oil ihouk) fijbmit to GreaiEe' and Greynefs, 
that a White Wig fliould lower to hoary Haii^ 
oc a bruOiM Beaver (trike to a Camrma-Hat 
with Stays: 

t cannot forbear here to applaud the prefent 
Refinement of Ecclefiafticks in their Habits^ 
and fay they are more primitive and regphr iit 
their Dre(s than thofe of any Age before thenib 
A Clergyman ought to be xw-juc^, i. e. not as 
we read it, of good Behaviour, but well drefe*d 5 
as indeed nothing contributes more to polite 
Behaviour than good Cloaths. This is a Va- 
rious-Reading ; and here I obferve, for the Ufi: 
of young Sragers in Divinity, That nothing 
will bring them into greater Repute for deep 
Learning, than to enterprize In Criticifra, and 
adventure betimes to change the common Read- 
it^ of any Text in the ^ Bible. This: finglc 
Word is, in my Opinion, enough to vindicate 
their Silks and Velvets ag^inft all the Fanatids 
in Chriftgnehm, and out own Caa^me to back 

ft 
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It is an old Obrervatioo, That Piety is moft- 
]y fupported by the Female Sex j fo that what- 
ever is agreeable to them is for the Advantage 
of Religion, and confcquently the Clergy 
(houM drefs in refped to the Ladies, (i. r. ) 
for the Good of the Qitirch : And indeed I 
have knovn fome of the younger Sort, that 
could not Preach with a ru§ied Band, or a 
Wig out of Curl \ and a cenain Lady of my 
Acquaintance, very rcIi^iouSy and who had a 
go(^ Tafe of Men, always made a Judgment 
nom the Air and Drefs of the Preacher, and 
never reliftied any Dodrine that came not re- 
commended with a Scarf and a Diamond-Ring. 
I am not one that —■^^—Jmhitiofa red Jet orna- 
ntenta^ wouM ftrip the young Clergy, and re- 
trench their Decencies of Drcfe : So far from 
it, that I with them with all my heart greater 
Elegance^ and finer Apparel. Well fare the 
Heart of that fprightly Youth, a Deacon of 
this Church, who 1 forefee Ifaall firft adventure 
to bcop his Canonical Coat, and border his 
Band or Shirt with Mecblin-Lace^ or a modcft 
Fritige. 

But to return from this Incident to my Sub- 
jcd a^ain ( from which a vaft impetuous Force 
of Wit, and Learning, and Love of my Oxtn- 
try have led me Devious ) the nlcelt Logicians 
will allow it a &ir way of arguing in all Cafes, 
to refer to Things what is true as to Perforts ^ 
and therefore 1 conclude, if PhyGck be .a Fa- 
culty moi% ancient than that of Civil Law, 

then 
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then it literally ^oes before- \t^ ( f . a) takes 
Place of it \ and I hope it will not be denied, 
that Phyfick is as old as the Occafion of it i 
as old indeed, within a few Days, as Mankind j 
which can by no means be feid of the other, 
in coraparifon, Upftarc Profeflion ; unlefs any 
one will be fo hardy to affirm, there wis a 
VoBor'i-Cotmtions or Bijhop's-Court in Paradile. 
And if any Man fliould infift to know the Year 
and Day of the Rife of Phyfick, I take him to 
be ignorant of Religion ancTHiflory, and will 
difdain an Anfwer , tho' i could tell him not 
only what the firft Diftcmper was, and that 
Epidemical, via. a FalUng-Sickneis, biit alfo 
who it was that ciir*d it ; but I don't think fit 
to gratify Dulnefs and Ignorance fo ^r. 

1 have ever blam'd St. Jerom in roy heart for 
Indifcretidn, that when fome pragmatical Dea- 
cons fet up for Equality with Presbyters, he to 
humble them, made Presbyters equal in- effeft 
to Biftiops; and I could do foroetning of the 
fame Kind in the prefent Difpute, and Oiew 
thofe aliuming Civilians, that they can with fo 
little Reafon arrogate a Place above Phyficians, 
or an Equality with them, that, in my hum- 
ble Opinion, fome Facuhies which they have 
in Contempt, are fuperior to them in Point of 
Time : Which I have already prov'd to be the 
natural Ground 'of Precedency ; and it is 
' enough here but to name the excellent Facul- 
ties of Ut^ick and Voetry^ whofe Antiquity, I 
D think, . 

D,.-_.. ..Coojjic 
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^Ink, , no Man of Senfe or Modefiy will call 

in queflion. 

But having mentionM Poetry, ' I muft go a- 
iide a little to falute my worthy Friend the 
Trofeffor of, or to.fpeak mote . properly , the 
Re/jJer in, that Faculty in OxforJ, who, has 
befriended the World. Cj much by his incom- 
parable Performances of that iClnd, efpecially 
^is lateA. I will own he has taugtjt nie, and 
i believe fome other Gentlemenwlip. had loft 
their Latin^ the tmeGrjunniaticalConftruftioii 
oi Virgil, and defetvca not oar Acknqwledg.- 
ments only, but thofe of Eaton and Wejlmin- 
jier, i am fenfible, Cpnftruftioh is as neceflary 
to the Relilh and Ufe m an Authoh as Che Wr 
ing is to Tafte and Digeftion. However, I 
muft take upon me to adraonifli Hirri of one 
^eac. Miftake, and I know that the Modefty 
c>f,.the Man, and the good Nature familiai Jo 
]iiiu, and which fliines as much in Bis Conver- 
fadpi?,, as Wit an4 trji^ Poetry does, in his

iiiat Phyfick has been ^Iwsys necelTary to 
the World, and whar Mankind cannot be 
without. It has been requifite in all Ages 
and Places, which is'' [more than can be af- 
ferted id behalf of Law, cither Civil or Ca- 
non. I don*c believe they know any thing 
pf t^iere . in Ojttia pr the Mogul's Country, but 
we khow they do of Phyfick, which prevails 
ia the Ea/ij which fuppli^s us with great 
part of our Materia Medicn ; and no Englijh- 
Man ougjit in Gratitude io forget, that the 
great ' Genius and Honour of England wa^ 
cur'd flf a Fit of the Gout'l^y a falutary Mpfe 
from the 'Ea^. 

But that is not all. the Force of Phyfick 
goes further than tlie Body, qpd is of ufe in 
relieving tlie Mind under njoft of Mi Difor- 
ders : 'And' this I Jare Venture to' gffirm^ 
haying 'frequently made the Experiment up- 
on my, own Perfon with" nev^r-failing Succefs j 
and this i' Hid by the Dlrefiion of my wor- 
thy Parifli'K^niftef, wlio is indeed an excel- 
lent Divine, aqd withal an able PhyRcian ;

call'd Bitter \ and in thefe and lother Inftances, 
has convinc'd me, that Phylkk is of ufe 
to the very Soul, as far as that depends on

And I am fo fully perfwaded .of -this^ that I 
never fee a Wretch go to Execution, but I 
lament that he had not been in the Hatids of 
3 good Phyfician, . who would have correfted 
thofe peccant Humoitrs of his Body^ which 
()rougbt him to that untimely Death. 

Now can any thing like this be pleaded in 
,behalf of one or other of the Two Laws we 
are dealing with, or of both together ? By 
the way, I muft obferve here, that thefe two 
Laws, Civil and Canon, arc put in Couples 
for their Unluckinefs ^ and, I think, they 
ought to be muzzle4 too. And here lies the 
Difadvanta^e of the prefent Difputie ; Phyfick 
we know is a plain limple things now that 
this finglc Faculty, without one Friend on 
Earth to take its Part, and be i Second, 
; r.-^ ,-■ ■'■:■ '.,■ . ■,,; -.1^ • . f ^ {hoiiia 
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(hould difpute with a Pair at once, is as if 
one poor -Blood- Hound Hiould engage with a 
Couple of Maftifis j or that a Man fhould 
fight a Gen,tleroan and his X-ackey, or with 
a (ingle Rapier againfl Sword and Piftol j 'tis 
very foul Flay, and Standcrs-by fhould inter- 
pole : So hard are the Terms of this Debate ; 
but there is no Help for it : Thefe Two faft 
Friends can fcarce-be parted, and are fel- 
dom found afunder ^ they mufl rife and fall 
together. My LortJ BacoH us'd to fey, very

rifes with me. I ask Pardon for the Rudenels 
of the AlIuGon j but it is cmain that the 
Canon-Law is but the Tail, the Fag-end, or 
Footman of the Civil, and like Vermin in rot- 
ten Wood , rofe in the Church Jin the Age of 
its Corruption, and when it wanted Pi^^^i to 
purge it. 

But I am wearing of proving fo^ plain a Point : 
To me it is clear beyond Contradidion, that 
the Antiquity and Dignity of Phyfick do give 
it the Precedence of Civil Law and ite Friend.
